Mad-
ame Washington gives a most vivid
pleture of the effect of war upon the
life and temper of the people, She does
not generallze, but tells what happened
it this place, how that woman acted when
hLer son was killed, how another kept her
emlile until her husband was out of sight
on his way to the front and thenyburst
into tears.

ing of the French, she rejolces with the
other Allies at the actlon of Congress, She
gays thut the only thing that is important
now is that ‘the major part of the peoples
of the world ure standing upright on thelr
feet, lfting thelr arms with & great shout
for Liberty, Justlce and Honor, and that
a war of brute force for conquest has de-
feated ftself."
